A Proclamation for reliefe of the poore, and 


remedying the high prices of Corne. 


IE Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, having taken knowledge ot 


the pꝛelent ſcartity and dearth, and ofthe high pꝛices of Coꝛne and graine 
N th:oughout all parts of this Kingdome, hath beene pleaſedby is Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation lately publiſhed, to reſtrame the reſidente of the Lo2ds Spirituall 
| and Tempozall, and of the Knights, and Gentlemen of quality, in, and 
neere the Cities of London and Weſtminſler, and other Cities and Townes, 
and to returne them vntotheir owne houſes T habitations in their ſeuerall 
Countries, that all partes of the Kingdome might finde the fruites, and 
fecle the comfort of their hoſpitality and good gouernment: wherein, as His Maieſtie is well pleaſed 
with che dutifall obedience ok great numbers, that acco2ding to His Royall command, haue left the 
Cities of London and ee minſter, andthe parts adiacciit; So His highneſſe hath great cauſe to ton⸗ 
demne the obſtinacy of all ſuch, as in a time ok ſuch genera!l confoꝛmitp, and againſt lo many good 
examples, thall ſhew themſelucs rekractoꝛie to that His Royall pleaſure, grounded vpon unpoꝛtant 
reaſous of Juſticeand State. And therefoze His Maieſtie doeth eftloones admonilh them ſpee- 
dilyto ſubmit chetnſelues to that His Royall Pꝛoclamation, oꝛ elle to expect the ſeuerity of His tuſtice 
foꝛ their wilfull tontempt. Aud this His Maieſtie declares to be extended, aſwell vnto ſuch as haue 
repayzed, oꝛ (hall repapꝛe from their oꝛdinary dwellings in the Countrey, vnto other Cities and 
Townes, as vnto the Cities of London and / eſtminſter, and alwell vnto widdowes, as men ok qua⸗ 
lity aud eſtate, and to be continued, not only during the time of Cbriſtmaſſe now inſtant, but in that, and 
in all other tunes and lealons ofthis and other peeres, vntill His Mateſtie declare His pleaſure other⸗ 
wile, His Maieſtie intending to tontinue this courſe heercafter, foꝛ the generall good of His people: 
Bet allowing that Liberty which alwayes hath beene in Termes and other wile, to repayze to Lon 
don About their neceſſary occaſions, but notto remooue their wwes and families krom their oꝛdinary 
Vabitatious inthe Countrep: An innouation and abuſe latelpcrept in, and growne frequent. 
And although Hts Maieſtie is perlwaded that by this way of reuiuing the laudable and ancient 
houlekeeping of this Realme, the pooꝛe, and ſuch as are moſt pinched in times of ſcarcity and want, 
will be much releeued and comkoꝛted pet that nothing may be omitted that may tend to their ſuccour 
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and helpe His Highneſſein His gratidus and Paincely care and proutdence , hath tauſed tertaine po⸗ 
litique ⁊ good o2ders, heeretofoze made vpon like occaſion, to be renined # publiſhed, intituled, Orders 
appointed by His Ma'eltic, &c. By Which the Juſtices of Peace in all partes of the Realme are directed 
to ſtay all Ingroſſers, Foꝛeſtallers and regratozsof Cozne, and to direct allowners and Farmers, 
hauing Coꝛne to ſpare, to furniſh the markets rateably and weekelp, with ſuch quantities as reaſon- 
ably they may and ought to doe: and ſome one oz moꝛe of them to be pꝛeſent in the Market,accozding 
to the Oꝛders, and to ſee diuers other Articles oblerued and perfoꝛmed, tending to the pꝛeuention 
and remedy ofthis intonuentence. Neuertheleſle, becauſe His Mateſtie doth well know, that the 
life of theſe his gracious, godly, and politique conſtitutions dependeth vpon the tarekull and diligent 
exetution of the ſame ; His Highnelle doth therefoze by this His Pꝛotlamation Nraitely charge and 
command, all Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, Bapliffes, and other His Officers and Sub⸗ 
iccts whatlocuer, That they take knowledge of the ſaypd Orders, and oblerue, and tauſe the lame to 
bee oblerued, as ſhall appertaine vnto them; And that they vle all poſſible endeauours, by execution 
of the afozcſaid O2ders, and of the good and wholſome Lawes in that behalfe, and by all other good 
meancs,that the Markets map be ſupplted with plenty of toꝛne, and at reaſonable pzizes, and the 
pooꝛe let on Wozke and relecued, His Maieſtie declaring, that (amongſt other ſeruices which hee expe⸗ 
cteth from thoſe perſons of quality, who either befoze were, oꝛ vpon this and his late Pzoclamation 
(hall reſide m the Country) this befoze remembzed is one of eſpetiall impoꝛtante: And Withall, his 
Maieſtie haning thus carcfully pꝛouided foꝛ releefe of his pooꝛe ſoꝛt of Subiectes, docth declareand 
ſtrictly charge and command, that if any vnder pꝛetente ofpoucrty and want, ſhall leaue their oꝛdi⸗ 
| nary labour, oz aſſemble together in vnfit maner, oz other wiſe inſolently behaue themſelues, that 
they be cozrected and puniſhed accozdingtotheir demertts.
